REMARKS 

In the specification, amendments to the specification have been made to correct obvious 
typographical and grammatical errors. Applicant notes that "intracellular" has been changed to 
"extracellular" to correct a typographical error, which is an obvious error in view of the 
remaining text of the paragraph amended in the foregoing amendment and FIG. 20B. 

In the claims, claims 8-17 have been canceled, claims 3-5 and 18 amended, and claims 
21-30 added. 

No new matter is believed to be added by way of this amendment. 

Election of Species 

Further to Applicant's election of method claims 1-7 and 18-20 in the response dated 
June 29, 2006, Applicant elects species 6 (Figures 17, ISA, 18B, 19): claims 1-7 and 18-30 for 
further prosecution in the subject application. The apparatus illustrated in Figures 17, 1 8 A, 18B, 
and 19 can be used to carry out method claims 1-7 and 18-30. Regarding claims 18 and 29, 
Applicant notes page 20, lines 4-5 of the originally filed specification where it states "It should 
be appreciated tiiat the conductive surface 565 can be provided in any working surface (or 
interior of any working surface) in the various embodiments described above." This includes 
elected specie 6 (Figures 17, 18 A, 18B, 19). 

Claims 1-5, 7, 21-24, 27, 28, and 30 are generic since all of the apparatus in Figures 2A, 
2B, and 3-6; 7-9; 10-11; 14; 15-16; 17. 18A, 18B. and 19; 20A and 20B; and 21, 22A, and 22B 
as set forth in the Restriction can be used to carry out the methods described in these claims. 
Regarding the extracellular feature recited in claims 21-24, the following is set forth at page 17, 
lines 15-17 of the specification: "It should be appreciated that the systems and methods of the 
invention also can be used to apply energy directly to the interior of soft tissue volumes, for 
example to kill tumors. The heat vapor will propagate within extracellular spaces to thereby 
cause therapeutic heating for the purpose of creating lesions or killing tissue."
